Here on Foulness Island the in- 
habitants have no Paris Council 
to govern them. The members and 
the clerk resiened and did not offer 
themaclves for’ election; despite 
this, order prevails. in the village 
und one would never imagine there 
was frictlon between the istanders 
and the mainland.

Council is:

When the County Council rati- 
fies this appointment, Mr. Stanton 
will be in effect tae only one-man 
council in the country, 


The chief work of the pariah coun. 
cil, it appears, ia to deal with a 
zum of money Gwned by Foulness, 
which gues to relieve its rates, 


The island is under military con- 
trol, the houses stand on military 
land, the rents are paid to the mili. 
tary and you are not nilowed to x0 
inco the village without being chal- 
lenged. 


The village street ia a concrete 
road kept up by the military, ducks 
awim in military ponds, hens 
scratch on mililary Jand aad cows 
feed on military pastures, — the 
water supply is in the hands of 
the mititary, and the village strect 
may be closed by them at any time.

Official Finance. 


The plausibility of the Govern- 
ment apokesman's review notwith- 
standing, the Colony’s budget for 
1982 Offers few tangible blessings 
to the taxpayer. In return for the 
colossal aum of $34,000,000 which 
he is asked to contribute to the 
Government Exchequer, he Js pre- 
sonted with a gigantic administra- 
tive machine, the cost of which 
leaves little remaining for the im- 
provement of public amenties. 
The Won. Mr. W. T. Southom 
spoke eloquently enough’ on the 
subject of the uncertainty of the 
financial position, the possible re- 
actions of the aterllpg crash and 
the Manchurian imLroglio, but rt 
bedrock, on cold facts, he left little 
fo enthuse upon and much at 
which to complain. The main 
feature of the Budget we tanched 
upon yestorday, Another notable 
aspect of the Estimates, correlated 
in some respects, Was the outline 
of Government's efforts to apply 
an’ economy axe. The Police De- 
partment has been subjected to a 
particularly close scrutiny. Ten 
or more ‘Europeans are to be dis- 
pensed with, some fifty odd-Indian 
constablea are to go, and similar 
reductions are contemplated in the 
Chinese section of ‘the Foree. “It 
is unnecessary, we hone and_be- 
lieve, to comment upon the ‘pos- 
sible change of official outlook in 
this particular sphere which may 
be induced by the existing unrest. 
Suffice it to say that while, in 
general, we welcome any effort to 
reduce Government personnel, the 
future alone can show whether the 
“axe” has fallen in the right di- 
rections. At the moment, we are 
rather doubtful. We have failed 
to notice any considerable exodus 
of Civil Servants in higher ranks 
who have long passed the age- 
limit. The Government still ap- 
pears ‘curiously sentimental about 
{ta oldest servants, to put the best 
possible © complexfon upon _ it. 
Ultimately, too, we must return to 
the decision to pay all Civil Ser- 
vants upon a current rate of ex- 


Jchange basis and charge the Gov- 


ernment .with Inconsistency of 
policy. To use the “axe” upon 
junior officials, to cut this way 
and that Into departmental catl- 
mates, at the sume time to au- 
thorise substantial Increases In 
the dollar salaries of the storling- 
pald officer, is spiting retrench- 
ment. To dismiss Jones, so that 
Smith and Robinson, Tom, Dick 
and Harry shall enjoy themsclvca 
a little more thoroughly, is a very 
simple process, but we don’t think 
dt-sahould__be‘placed_undor__the_ 
eategory of Economy. :

THE SPARK PLUG. 
Vital to Good Running. 


WHEN TO RENEW. 


‘The sparking plug is of vital im- 
portance to the satisfactory run- 
ning of a motor vehicle, although 
until failure takes place owners and 
mechanies are expt to neglect this 
important. detail. 


Motorists frequently ask why it 
is better to change sparking plugs 
after a certain mileage has. been 
run, when apparently the engine is 
functioning in the present condi- 
tion of the pliigs. As a matter of 
fact, all sparking plugs should ba 
renewed after 10,000 miles, and 
some earlier. ‘ ' 


Te reasona for this procedure 
are that at the end of 10,000 miles 
plugs are generally pretty well worn 
out, states Mr. H. Thornton Rutter 
In the Morning Port. Tho elce- 
trodea are usually burned and pit- 
ted, the Insulator is covered with 
carbon, through which some of the 
electric current leaks, and there is 
often a harmless looking doposit on 
the surface of the insulator which 
in high speeds may cause preigni- 

lon. ' 


_ Difficulty. in starting,. due to 
Worn-out plugs, runs the battery 
down, mnking more frequent re- 
charging necessary.: Alao. worn 
plugs waste petrol because they 
“miss” at certain speeds, allowing 
gas mixture from the cylinder to 
pass into tho exhaust unused.

Thus, while competent drivers 
use their brakes as seldom ns 
possible, driving their cara on the 
throttle; with a freo wheel they 
must drive on their brakes. 
Hitherto this has been considered 
bad driving. 


. Phere is no goinsaying that a 
free wheel makes gear changing 
much simpler to the driver, as there 
{x no need to throw out the clutch 
nor to aecelerate the engine — to 
effect a change of driving ratio. 
But a, free wheel entirely changes 
the method of driving, It 1s vers’ 
important to realise this In order 
to keep a proper control of the ear, 


I must pay a compliment to the 
American motor-cnr makers that In 
no case have they provided a free 
wheel without a means of throw- 
ing it ont of operation in order to 
revert to a fixed gear should the 
driver wish to do xo. 

In England free wheels are 
of not very much use except to 
make yenr-changing ensler. We 
have no great lengths of mountain 
ronds where we can aave fuel con- 


America has chosen té advertixe 
this attachment to the tranamiasion 
lof the drive as a means of saving 
petrol and at on novelty to thelr 
new cars for next xeason.

In this 
design the coaster hub behind the 
gear-box has a clutch arrangement 
netuated by a push and pull knob 
on the dashboard. 


When this knob is pushed in, the 
free wheel ia in operation. To 
throw it out of action one has to 
depress the clutch and then pull ont 
the control, which transforma the 
drive to a fixed gear. 


Question of Time. 


Consequently, if one were coast- 
ing down a hill and found that 
speed was increasing too much and 
the brakes did not slow up the cnr 
sufficiently, the driver would first 
have to put in a low gear ratio, 
then throw out the clutch, stoop 
forward, and finally pull out the 
free wheel control in order to use 
the braking power of the negine 
and n low genr to slow up the car, 
more or less out of control, 


Could this be done In time to 
avert an ‘accident? It greatly 
depends on the actual .circum- 
atanees, speed length, ‘and charac 
ter of the descent.

“The Gazette contains the draft 
of an Ordinince to amend — the 
Code of Civil Procedure. 

It in explained that under sec- 
thon 489 of the principal Or- 
dinanee, when a judgment debtor 
jx committed to-prinon In execu- 
tion of n judgment, the Court fixes 
Whatever monthly allowance it 
may think sufficient for his sub- 
wiatence, not dxeceding — twenty- 
five centa per diem, which in to 
he ‘paid hy the person At whose 
instance the judgment has been 
executed to the Superientendent 
of Prisona by monhtly payments 
in advance. 

Thin maximum was the rate 
fixed by section 79 of the Hong- 
kong Code of: Civil Procedure 
(Ordinace: No, 13 of 1878) which 
has been replaced by the present 
code of Civil) Procedure  (Or- 
dinance No. % of 1930), The 
maximum, is insuflicient to meet 
the cost of maintenance; the aver- 
age cost per prisoner in 1930 
having being in excess of $1.25 
per diem. In 1981 it is expected 
to cost more. 

This Ordinance rialses the 
maximum to $2.00 and substitutes 
the words “support. and mains

UNIVERSITY TALK. 


Under the auspices’ of the 
University Medien] Society, Pro- 
fessor, W. 1. Gerrard, 0.B.E., M.D., 
M.R.C.P.,. D.PLH., ‘delivered an 
interesting lecture on “Memorable 
Periods in the Advance of Medi- 
cine,” to a number of medical 
atudenta ond graduates of the 
Univeralty yesterday — evening. 
Mr. Enok was in the chair. 

Professor Gerrard saids 

In our ‘anxiety té keep pace 

with the rapid progreas of modern 
Medicine how many of us - find 
time to reflect on what we owe to 
famour Masters of Medicine who 
have gone before. 
“In our crowded curriculum the 
History of Medicine §s very sad- 
ly neglected but-to those of you 
who can spare a little time I can 
recommend no more pleasant way 
of spending an occasional half 
hour than’ rending any good 
History, of Medicine. 

It in impossible, in a 
paper, to do justice to all the 
Masters of Medicine and = this 
evening I would direct your at- 
tention'to two of the foremost. 

Let un consider a great 
one Amongst physicians—namely 
Laennee, the famous French physi- 
tian to whom we owe our methoda 
of clinical dingnoats of diseases 
of the chest. ‘Why did) Lnennec 
concentrate his studi¢s on chest 
disenses? Most probably because 
hin mother died of phthisis and 
this disease attacked Laennec 
himself—severely — handicapping 
him and ultimately causing his 
death at the early age of 44. 

Laennec owed much to the én- 
couragement of his friend and 
teacher who was physician ‘to 
Napoleon. The most strenuous 
of his work was carried out during 
the stirring times of the French 
Revolution. At an early age’ ho 
was well known for his pathologi- 
cnl observations. He showed how 
important it waa to correlate 
clinical with post mortem findings, 


Discovery of Stethoscope. 


This evening I wish to refer 
particularly to his epoch making 
discovery of the stethoscope in 
1816. 

At this time the only methods 
employed in examination of the

cheat wore ‘very Hmited palpaticad, 
percussion and Immediate. auscul- 
‘tation. fc. with the ear applied 
dircctly to the cheat. What led 
to tho dieeorery, of the stethos- |. 
cope? I will tell you.. In 1816 
Laennec was consulted by a young 
woman presonting general symp- 
toms of, heart disease. She was 
so-stout—that-ho-could- got—iittle 
information by palpation or por: 
cussion. ULaennee’a sense of pro- 
priety did not permit him to re. 
sort to direct application of’ his 
enr to the chest of thia young 
womun 50 he pondered on how to 
overcome the difficulty. 

He recalled a well known 
acoustic phenomenon that if you 
place your car against one end 
of a. wooden beant the scratch of 
a pin at the other end is very 
distinctly nudible, Laecnnec 
therefore took a sheaf of paper, 
rolled very tightly, one end of 
which he placed over the rt 
region and applicd his ear : w 
other. Ho was surprised wad 
overjoyed at being able to hear 
the heart beating with grentor 
distinctneas than he had ever 
done by direct application of the 
enr to the chest wall, He at.once 
saw the great possibilities of the 
stethoscope. Lacnnee did an im 
mense amount of work to show the 
value of hia instrument and in 
1819 he published his famous 
ossay—"Auascultation mediate.” 


He tried many modifications 
and found the beat to be a hollow 
wooden cylinder with a special 
wide funnel shaped depression 
at one'end. Since Laennec’a time 
all types of stethoscopes + have 
been Invented and used. 


In his hand the stethoscope be- 
came an instrument for charting 
out with wonderful accuracy 
disensed conditions inside . the 
chest. Diagnosis became more 
cortnin than formerly. Me collect- 
ed o vast amount of clinical data 
from auscultation but in spite of 
Laennee’s wonderfyl discovery 
and practical demonstration many 
well known physicians of his time 
scoffed and exhibited the usual 
calm, | cautious and conservative 
philosophising which charac- 


terizea many physicinns of to-day.” 


To regard Luennec merely as the 
inventor of the stethoscope Is to 
disregard his secure position aa 
one.of the greatest clinicians of 
all time. 

From his student days he was 
always delicate." He often broke 
down from herd work and was 
actually incapacitated for carry- 
Ing out the plans of hia: other- 
wise indomitable ambition. He is 
to be grouped with that long list 
of men who worked through ill- 


neas and achieved: succeas—an 
ge 


example to us all. 
James Young Simpson. 


We now come to another Mastor 
‘of Medicine. James Young Simp-}. 
son, the outstanding figure In tho 
famous Medical School of Edin- 
burgh In the middle of. the 19th, 
Contury.--——_____.-.___-_. 

Tho youngest son of a villugo 
baker—ho showed great mental 
prowess and his brothers paid for 
hia education. He becamo Pro- 
fessor of Midwifery at the carly 
age of 28,-He was famous. for 
his experimenta on anacathctics 
and for his akill a8 an obatetrictan. 
I will tell you how he diacover- 
ed the anaesthetic power of 
Chloroform, a small quantity of 
which was sent to him by n Liver- 
poot chemist. 

Late one evening—ith Novem- 
ber, 1847, after 1 weary day’s 
work Simpson with his two friends 
and assistants sat down to their 
risky work In the ning room. 

In the beginning they inhaled 
several substances but without 
much effect and Simpson thought 
he would try the henvy substance 
sent him from Liverpool. , Ench 
commenced to inhale some of this 
sample. Almost immediately an 
unusual hilarity solzed them all, 
They became bright oyed, very 
happy and very talkative. Con- 
versation was unusually: intelli- 
gent and appeared so to the party 
present, some - ladies included. 
But suddenly the Inhalers talked 
of hearing sounds like those of a 
grinding mill louder and louder, 
nu moment more all was quiet and 
then a crash. On awaking Simp- 
Ron was prostrate on thé floor and 
among his friends present thera 
war confusion and alarm. Hear- 
ing a noise he turned to see ono 
of his assistants benenth a chair,

There has been some confuston 
and controversy on the intro- 
duction of anacsthetics. © The 
following is the truce history. In 
December 1844 a Dr. Welja by hia 
own desire and suggestion, had 
one tooth removed without pain 
becauso he had inhaled nitrous 
oxide gns as suggested nearly 50 
years bofore by Sir. Humphry 
Davy. 

Dr. Wells went to Boston’ to lay 
hia discovery before the medical 
school and hospital there but the 
single attempt made was unsuc- 
cesaful because the gon bay was 
removed too soon. He was hoot- 
ed awny by his nudience ag oan 
impoater. : : 

In 1846 4 
Sulphuric Ether and removed ao 
tooth without pain. A new era 
in anacsthetics was begun and 
after severnl successes’ Ether 
vapour waa established as a suc- 
cessful anaesthetic. - 

In November 1847 Simpson dis- 
covercd the anaesthetic effects of 
Chloroform an related and it soon 
superseded Ether everywhere. 
The use of Chloroform was im: 
medintely denounced as dangerous 
to health, morals and religion. 
Simpson had a hard and stubborn 
fight agninat prejudice before 
ultimately winning the victory. 
He was knighted {n/1870 after 
25 years hard work in popularis- 
ing the use of Chloroform in child 
Hirth and so wonderful did the 
resulta appear to the lay mind 
that the famous Sir Waller Scott 
sturpested asa suitable cont of 
ivma for Simpson—"“a wee naked 
bairn® ‘with motto underneath 
“Does your mother know you're 
out.” 

An Uphill) Fight. 


Like all plonuera, Simpson had 
aw very uphill fight in advocating 


control of pain in labour, He 


successfully disposed of religious |. 


objections, but found medical op- 
position more exacting, He met 
such opposition with derfsion. It 
ix a very interesting fact that rell- 
gious opposition has been not only 
against the employment of an- 
aesthetics. in labour ‘but against 
very many discoveries in science 
and art. 
For example when small-pox 
inoculationWas introduced at the 
‘Tend of Inst century divines —de- 
clared the practice as a diabolical 
operation and discovery sent into 
the world by the devil. . 
Again when Jenner introduced 
Vaccinntion at the beginning of 
the present century reliyivus op- 
position was once more encount- 
cored, 
~ Historical fnelw tid efforts and 
the results in which they have 
terminated are surely cnough to 
make men cautious and hesitating 
against recklessly ealling up 
supposed religious arguments. 
Views and arguments’ of this 
description against every new 
practice intended to inercase the 
well-being and happiness of man- 
kind are ealculated to infliet 
dantage rather than benefit on the 
interests of true religion.

Chloroform for’the relief of 
suffering.

Time prevents me from telling 
you of other famous Masters of 
Medicine and in ending let me 
remind you that wonderful dis- 
coveries in medical gelence have 
still to be made.and tho road is 
open to you all just as it has been 
to others, You are entering on a 
now seasion and do not forget 
what you as students of this 
University stand for, We all live 
in very material and troublous 
times but here in the University 
we endeavour to keep alive the 
things of the Spirit and in #0 
doing I venture to think «you 
will derive more happiness and 
pleasure in your work, You will 
come to appreciate the truc 
philosophy of medicine, 

At the ‘concluston--of the. - ad- 
dress, Professor L, T. Ride, in 
proposing a hearty vote of thanks 
to Professor Gerrard, said he had 
enjoyed the: lecture very 
and he only wished it had been 
Jonger. He felt sure everybody 
alyo enjoyed it as much as he did, 
and if Professor Gerrard would 
publish a book on the History of 
Medieine,on the same lines us his 
lecture, it would doubtless be a 
great success.

Bukharin alleged that the cditor 
vf an important philosophical 
periodicn! asked him who Fried- 
rich Engels ‘was, and that ‘an 
educated English woman inquired 
aus to the present activities of Leo 
Tolatoy. ; ; 

The Academy decided to pro- 
pagate the Sovict achievement 
more thoroughly abroad and to 
send more scientists like Bukharin 
to forelgn sciontific conferences,

INCREASES IN 
SALARIES. 


LOW RANKS GET 
HIGHER BONUS. 


(Our Own Correspondent). 


, Macao, Oct. 2. 

Following protracted negotiations 
with the Colonial Officc-in Lisbon. 
it is atated that the Government at 
Maeno hns,been able te grant a 
higt cost of living allowance to its 
employces. This allowance,: which 
takes the form of an increase on 
salaries, is operative to the greatest 
extent: oa regards those Govern- 
ment sorvants drawing the lowest 
salarica, the allowance decreasing 
in proportion with the higher paid 
posts, on the presumed assumption 
that the lowest-paid members of 
the service are those most seriously 
affected by the increased cost of 
necessaries. ° 

Proposals to grant this allowance 
wore first mooted by the authorities 
at Macao, at the instance of men 
bers of Council, over a year ago. 
and a Commission was sct up to 
make recommendations to the 
Government. The Commission's re 
port was submitted to the Govern- 
ment Council ‘and, with nmend- 
ments wns passed and forwarded 
lto the Minister for the’ Colonies. 

It is known that considerable 
correspondence 
the Government ut Macao and the 
authorities in Lisbon regarding the 
proposed increases, and it was even 
thought at one time that the 
Government in Lisbon would veto 
the resolution of the Macao Council, 
but after a long delay it is report- 
ed that the Minister for the 
Colonies has approved the bill which 
is to receive the signature of the 
President. The reports state that 
the allowance will be only a tem- 
porary measure and will be ysiven 
a trial of six months. 

No information is available us re- 
yards the date when the allowance 
becomes operative, but it is general- 
ly believed thut the Incrense , will 
come Inte force as from Oct. 1. The 
average amount of. the allowance 
ia said to be about fifteen per cent. 
in the case of the lower ranks of 
Government service. 

It fs noteworthy that Govern- 
ment employees have, a8 a whole, 
not been given any increase in 
salaries for many years in spite 
of the very great increase in living

ment of British ‘Honduras says dull 
despair has settled on the popula- 
tion, who are appalled at the magni-

fallen them. 

The. arrival. of lorries from 
Jamaica has speeded up tho clearing 
of the town, Temporary shelters 
hro arising from the ruins but over 
2,376 familics arc now dependent 
on the Government for supplies of 
food and clothing. 

The seriousness of the disaster fs 
accentuated by the fact that almost 
the whole Colony’s industrica arc 
centralised at Belize, and the heavy 
losses of property and material 
caused by the hurricane, coupled 
with the depressed atate of the mar- 
ket,. appenrs likely to have .most 
serious effects upon the Colony's 
finances. 

So far, 622 deaths have been re- 
gistered, and a revised estimate of 
the total deaths is between 800 and 
1,000.—Britiah Wirelcan.
